Chicago, March 
31.— ( U P ) — The 
middle west today continued in the 
grip of an 
unseasonable 
blizzard 
which already has resulted in eight 
lives lost and a score of accidents. 
Three persons were killed in Chi 
cago in accidents while four were 
killed in Wisconsin, owin g 
to 
th e 
blinding snow which prevented olear 
vision while motoring. 
The entire middle western region, 
from the m ounta ins to th e Ohio and 
from the lakes south, today is b la n ­ 
keted high with snow and there will 
lie no relief for th e next 24 hours, 
the w ea ther bureau reported. 
Snowfall in the region durin g the 
past 24 hours ranged between four 
and seven inches. 
In 
Chicago 
today 
the 
driving 
sn owsto rm had changed to rain, but 
the United States w ea ther bureau r e ­ 
ported that snow 
accompanied 
by 
hig h winds would continue for th e 
next 24 hours. 
T he entire city is 
blanketed and drifted high and more 
th a n 500 workmen were rounded up 
by the city to fight th e mounds of 
snow which block the streets. 
T rains r u n n i n g in and out of the 
city are delayed by the snow which 
here has reached 5 % inches. 
This 
brin gs the m o n th ’s total 
to 
more 
t h a n 14 inches, a March record for 
th e city. 
The th ree persons killed here in ­ 
directly by the storm were in motor 
car accidents. 
This was in addition 
to a crash between tw o L trains last 
n ig h t in which a score of passengers 
w ere injured, but none seriously. 
In downstate Illinois th e snow is 
reported as heavy as six inches, with 
th e worst of th e 
storm 
centering 
about Quincy, 111. 
Wisconsin and Minnesota also re ­ 
ported heavy snowfalls. 
T h ro u g h o u t the district, however, 
tem peratures are rem a in in g a t a b o u t1 
the freezing point or a trifle .Higher. 
The heaviest snowfall was report­ 
ed at Fort Madison, la., where 16 
inches fell in 24 hours. T ra ins were 
r u n n i n g from 30 m in utes

HAVE VOI R ENVELOPES PRINTED IN BRAINERD 


A l a w y e r in New York wrote his brother who is head of a 
New York state country bank, in regard to the use of government 
printed envelopes, and as quoted in the Staples World, said: 
“I know their convenience and doubtless they are cheaper, 
But in these days when the various classes of industry and busi­ 
ness realize the necessity of fighting against the further encroach­ 
ment of the government and state into business, it is rather incon­ 
sistent for a bank, or any other business, to encourage govern­ 
ment competition with its own citizens. 
“So far as the envelopes are concerned, the government is in 
the business tax free; and if it can manufacture, sell and dis­ 
tribute envelopes in competition with private enterprise, which 
must pay the taxes to maintain government, there is no good rea­ 
son why it should not invade other fields of business. 
Each in­ 
dustrial function taken over in the name of the government adds 
an incresaed tax burden on the private citizen and property owner. 
I think that when the present supply of government envelopes is 
exhausted, we should purchase our envelopes from a private 
printer who pays taxes to maintain our government, even if it 
makes us lick our own stamps and causes us to pay a little more 
for the printing. Think it over.” 
Every printing job you send out of town takes from your 
local printers that much business. 
The local paper works con­ 
tinuously to promote the best interests of the town. 
Every dollar 
paid foi job work stays in Brainerd and in revolving about the 
community it assists here and there in promoting industry. 
The 
dollar sent,to the government for printing doesn’t benefit the local 
printer nor the .community. 
Neither does the dollar sent to an 
outside printing concern.

HOH MANY A NEWSPAPER REHARD!* THE SALOON 


THE saloon is a wart or boil on the face of nature, a useless 
part of the life of a nation and the wave of prohibition sentiment 
culminating in the 18th amendment did well to wipe this festering 
spot away. 
We hope no cataclysm ever brings back the saloon. 
The sa­ 
loon was never of any earthly benefit to a newspaper. 
Few if 
any of the men advertised and in the pioneer days of Brainerd, 
as it has often been stated, a bill collector seeking to collect from 
a saloon oftentimes absorbed more at the bar waiting for the bill 
to be paid, than the whole original newspaper bill amounted to.

flourished. 
T h e B r a i n e r d D i s p a t c h has made more improve­ 
ments, added its large press, its printer-telegraph service in these 
prohibition days, and paid higher wages than it ever was able to 
in the old wet days. 
The flock of saloons which Brainerd had in the old days gave 
a newspaper but little income and often got some of its subscrib­ 
ers so drunk they forgot to pay the paper boy at the end of the 
quarter.
